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A Re-Endorsement 


October 3 is an uncommon date for an election day, 
consequently it is important that people who keep track 
of their civic responsibilities assume the added respon- 
sibility of alerting others to the decision that must be 
made next week. 

A special election will be held to fill the 12th District 
vacancy in the Massachusetts House of Representatives, 
the seat which was contested in a primary earlier this 
month. The contest has narrowed, making the choice more 
difficult for Andover voters perhaps since candidates from 
this community were nominated on both the Democratic 
and Republican tickets. 

The TOWNSMAN, however, continues to regard Paul 
W. Cronin as the most qualified man in the race, 

Cronin has been active in grassroots politics and 
government ever since he determined while still a student 
that he would become involved. In 1963 he was elected 
to the Andover Board of Selectmen, the youngest man 
ever to hold a seat on that board. At the end of his term, 
he left private industry to work as administrative aide to 
Congressman F. Bradford Morse which has given him a 
background in state and federal procedures and policies. 
This practical experience reinforces his formal education 
in economics and government. 

It is an impressive record for a young man, one his 
Opponent cannot match. 

The 12th District needs a man on Capitol Hill who will 
give the people of a highly diversified district vocal 
representation. Paul W. Cronin can do the job.

Sticker Time 


Rolls Around 


Registrar McLaughlin today 
warned that more than a million 
Bay State motorists have yet to 
have their cards inspected in the 
fall inspection period which ends 
on Oct, 15, ‘Don’t get stuck with= 
out a_sticker,’’ the registrar 
warned, 

Registrar McLaughlin noted that 
Oct, 15 falls on a Sunday and said, 
‘The law specifies this date, re~ 
gardless of what day of the week it 
may fall on, The Registry will not 
conduct the usual enforcement 
drive on stickers until Tuesday, 
Oct, 17, however, thereby allowing 
Monday, Oct. 16, as a day of 
grace,” The Registrar pointed out 
that this is a Registry policy and 
was not binding on local police 
departments or law enforcement 
agencies, 

He advised motorists to allow 
more time than heretofore for the 
inspection because of tightened in= 
spection requirements, 

Vehicles passing inspection will 
have the official green Fall sticker 
placed on the windshield in the 
lower right-hand corner, Vehicles 
not meeting inspection standards 
will have a circular red and white 
rejection sticker placed on the 
windshield, The rejection sticker 
may not be removed until repairs 
have been made and the green 
sticker issued. In any event, 
vehicles with a red rejection 
sticker may not be on the road at 
the end of the inspection period,

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Editorial Comment 


An Inquiry 


Does it cost more to build public schools in Andover 
than elsewhere in Massachusetts? The School Committee 


wants to know. 


The Selectmen have agreed to appoint a committee to 
collect statistics and evaluate data with a view to 
answering this perennial question. If the answer is found 
to be in the affirmative, the committee is further charged 
with the responsibility for making suggestions for lessen- 
ing the cost of local construction. 

Before the study is even begun, it is safe to say that 
it does cost more to build schools in Andover than in 
some Commonwealth communities for the standards of the 
school department and the demands of the public here for 
quality education are greater than they are in some other 
towns and cities. What the committee must determine is 
whether or not Andover is getting as much of what it 
wants, dollar for dollar, as communities supporting com- 
parable educational and building programs. 

There are ways to economize in school construction 
that Andover has traditionally avoided: a great deal can 
be done, for example, with standardization of plans and 
prefabrication. Perhaps now, when age-old concepts of 
public school education are giving way to change, is a 
good time to evaluate the practice of building schools to 
outlive the programs for which they were designed. 

If there are to be economies in school construction, it 
is possible that the only way to realize them is to build 
with obsolescence in mind, making greater use of techni- 
ques developed for mass construction. 


So long as Andover has decided to explore the question 


of costs, let us hope the committee selected will not be 
content to simply determine tiat Andover is or is not 
doing as good a job with school construction as other 
New England towns. What the committee should really 
be looking for are new approaches to construction that 
can solve school space problems and at the same time 
leave something in the till for the even more important 


items in the school budget — program and personnel.

As Others See It 
U.S. Landscape Wrecked 


by Ian Nairn 
(Excerpt from the London Observer) 

*T recently drove around the 
eastern United States for the first 
time in seven years, 

“What struck me most was the 
degree to which, in that short 
time, the American landscape had 
been wrecked, 

*fYou can drive from Boston to 
Washington - 400 miles - almost 
without ever being in a real town 
or real country. 

“*Far worse, you can drive for 
hundreds of miles in what is sup= 
posed to be rural America without 
ever feeling really free of the 
suburban tentacles, 

**There is plenty of open land; 
the industry is sporadic, 

**But there is no end tothe villas 
and the gas stations and thedrive- 
ins, 

**Every few yards, often miles 
from a recognizable center, up 
pops another fragment of urban 
clutter: bungalows in cut-down 
colonial style, a bar=b-que stand 
in jazz modern with the gusto taken 
out of it, an antique shop with some 
genuine fragments around the door, 
a gaunt high school far from the 
centers it serves, a new Baptist 
church which is simply a square 
box with holes, Almost all have 
been built within the last 20 years, 

**This is an environment of total

confusion and mediocrity, 

“*After a few miles of it the 
driver no longer cares whether he 
is in Maine or Texas: he just 
wants to get the hell out, 

**Yet, stop the car and walka

“A visitor who traveled by air 
or on one of the new interstate 
motorways might think that the 
whole country was still a Thoreau 
idyll, But this land is mostly ine

Migrating Hawks Produce 


By Wayne Hanley 

In late September, one may wit- 
ness a grand pageant merely by 
looking up. 

The hawks now are migrating, 
With modest luck, one may see a 
broad-winged hawk or a red-tailed 
hawk etching those ‘‘lazy circles 
in the sky’*® of Oklahoma fame, 

A few migrating hawks may be 
seen almost anywhere in New Enge- 
land, Recently I was watching high, 
scudding clouds that fringes of 
Hurricane Doria had flung across 
the northern Worcester Qounty sky 
and noted a black speck moving 
counter-clockwise against acloud. 
A binocular enlarged the speck toa 
soaring broadwing. The glasses 
also picked up another broadwing, 
circling in the blue without a cloud 
backdrop, The birds spiraled 
slowly southward, They were 
moving from Maine or NewHamp= 
shire, perhaps, on their regular 
circuit that carries them to Central 
or South America for the winter, 
Few broadwings remain in the 
United States over the winter, and 
almost none north of southern 
Florida, 

While it is true that one may 
see a migrating hawk from almost 
any point in New England, it is 
equally true that he must choose 
certain points if he expects to see 


for many years, Organized as a

The poor example of Route 128, 
where strip industrial development 
has destroyed the scenic quality 
of long stretches of highway, was 
cited by numerous speakers, 

Moderator James Woglum, 
director of community planning and 
renewal, Metcalf & Eddy, pointed 
out that in the scramble for in= 
dustrial development, communi- 
ties often lose sight of the value of 
keeping land open, He cited a study 
by Dr, Jerome Pickard which 
showed that 2-3 acre residential 
zoning was more advantageous to 
the tax income of a community than 
industrial development, It was also 
pointed out that tourism, now the 
second largest industry in Massa= 
chusetts, depends on the state’s 
historic and scenic attractions in 
order to flourish, 

The need for preserving the 
beauty of this prize-winning high= 
way was stressed as well by Lt. 
Governor Francis Sargent, who 
addressed the afternoon session 
of the group, He stated that there 
must be a ‘‘happy marriage be= 
tween development and protection 
of our natural resources”’ if the 
benefits of the highway are to be 
fully realized, He pledged State 
cooperation in efforts to guide and 


control development along the 
highway, 
Discussions at morning and 


afternoon sessions were concerned 
with means of achieving these 
goals, Creation of a natural buffer 
strip along the highway, enactment 
of a scenic highway zoning district, 
legislation to provide tax incen= 
tives for keeping land open were 
among proposals made, One sug= 
gestion that gained favor as aprac= 
tical and immediate step which 
could be taken was that for use of 
the five existing regional planning

districts which border the highway 
in a Route 495 regional study which 
could be conducted as a joint under= 
taking or as a project of one dis= 
trict, The further suggestion was 
made that the State Division of 
Planning of the Department of

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Counselor Can Help Unravel Problems 


This is a_ series offered by 
Family Service Association of 
Greater Lawrence, affiliated with 


United Fund of Greater Lawrence. , 


It deals with problems that a great 
many people bring to counseling 
agencies to discuss and work out. 
The professional staff members 
of Family Service are social 
workers with graduate degrees 
and extensive experience in 
helping people solve problems. 


Someone who is deeply enmeshed 
in a personal problem often asks: 
‘*How can talking to aprofessional 
couselor help me? I know what I 
need, I need more money, or a 
better husband, or a long vacation, 
A counselor can’t help me to get 
any or all of these things, so what’s 
the use?’” 

Actually a person with a problem 
(or with a whole series of 
problems, which is more usual) 
may not be able to judge at all 
what is the cause for all that un= 
happiness, By himself, he can look 
at his troubles from only one angle: 
his own, Often the events of his 
childhood and youth that have 
shaped his feelings and attitudes 
are the ones which have caused his 
problems in the first place, They 
also make it impossible for him to 
look at what’s happening in the 
present either realistically or ob= 
jectively, 

There’s the man who has always 
felt that failure was an unforgivable 
sin, He can’t allow himself to fail at 
anything, He may even regard as

failure something that everyone 
else would consider a huge 
success, Until, with the help of a 
counselor he finds out that he is 
really expecting the impossible 
from himself, he won’t be able to 
stop driving himself beyond all 
reasonable limits, 

There’s the woman who was 
always expected to be the best 
little girl in the block, Her room 
had to be immaculately clean, her 
dress perfectly pressed, and as 
one such young lady once put it: 
‘When I lost a library book, I 
felt I wasn’t going to heaven’’, 
When this ‘‘perfect’’ little girl 
grows up, she will probably find 
that she cannot meet her own 
standards, particularly with three 
small children, two dogs, and a 
husband who was not the best 
little boy in the block, A counselor 
can help her to see what she 
reasonably can expect of herself, 
to understand that by most stan= 
dards she’s not a slob, but a per- 
fectly fine housekeeper and 
mother, 

What’s more the man who feels 
he’s a failure or the woman who 
feels she’s a slob may, because 
of a sense of guilt, provoke punish= 
ment from those around them, Af- 
ter all, when they were children, 
and they did something ‘‘bad’* they 
were punished, The man may pro= 
voke his boss or the wife her hus- 
band, without realizing they are 
doing this, If they can’t persuade 
someone to punish them, they may 


punish themselves, The man 
get ulcers or the woman may 
down the cellar stairs, because 
““forgot’® to turn on the ligl 

Family counselors know ¢ 
people often follow patterns 
behavior all their lives, wit 
even knowing 
exists, People also accept ce 
ideas as facts without being awa 
that they are doing this, 
instance, you can lose a libra 
book and still be a fine pers 
And getting a B on a test (or 
being promoted quite as fast

A couselor can help a per 
discover whether he is 
consciously following a pattern 
behavior which is leading him 
unhappiness and perhaps, into 
peated disaster, A couselor 
also help a person to accept hi 
self and to trust himself, which

Family counselors can’t sd 
anyone’s problems for him, T 
don’t come fully equipped 
credit cards entitling those 
seek help to larger incomes, h 
ter spouses and long vacatio 
But by helping people in tro 
to learn more about themsel 
and their feeling and ideas, t 
can also help these people to f 
their own directions, And the o 
way to clarify feelings and idg 
is to put them into words, Tha 
what talking is all about, 


Morse Supports Resolution 


Twenty-four Members of Con= 
gress joined with Congressman 
Morse Monday in filing a resolu» 
tion that ‘‘the appropriate come 
mittees of the Congress shall im= 
mediately consider and report to 
their respective bodies their 
determination as to whether 
further Congressional action is 
desirable in respect to policies 
in Southeast Asia,”’ 

This resolution is part of an 
effort undertaken by Congressman 
Paul Findley of Ilinois and Con= 
gressman Morse to give the Cone 
gress an opportunity to review its 
role in our Government’s policies 
in Southeast Asia, On the Floor 
of the House, Morse stated that the 
language of the resolution should 
not be construed to imply an en= 
dorsement or criticism of our past 
policies in that area, ‘‘Thisis,’’ he 
said, ‘trather, a bi-partisan effort 
to bring into focus the traditional 
and Constitutional responsibility of 
the Congress in the conduct of our 
nation’s foreign policy, spe= 
cifically its role in the conduct of 
a foreign war of major propor= 
tions,’’ He assured his colleagues 
in the House that Congress should 
not seek to enlarge its role beyond 
proper limits or share in decisions 
which are for the President alone 
to make, but emphasized that it is 
just as important for the Congress 


to fulfill its Constitutional role as 
it is for the President to fulfill his, 

The Massachusetts Congressman 
stated that, ‘‘If we agree, and I 
think we must, that the Congress 
should to an appropriate degree 
influence the conduct of major 
foreign policy undertakings, then 
I think we face the question; Has 
the Congress fully exercised its 
role in regard to our policies in 
Southeast Asia, in particular with 
reference to the Warin Vietnam?” 

Since the Gulf of Tonkin Resolu- 
tion of August 10, 1964, which has 
been the only direct expression of 
the Congress on the subject, the 
situation in Southeast Asia has 
changed greatly, ‘‘This is a new 
war’*®, Morse stated, ‘*Today it is 
increasingly an American war, 
being fought in large measure by 
Americans, In the last three years, 
the number of American troops in 
Vietnam has increased from 16,300 
to 465,000 and more are on their 
way. The number of American 
casualties in Vietnam is six times 
the number of men who were in 
Vietnam when the Tonkin Gulf 
Resolution was passed,’ Morse 
continued, ‘‘and the number is 
mounting with each passing day.” 
He pointed out that in August 1964 
there was no bombing in North 
Vietnam, but that now we are 
bombing targets close to the
